The report from the headquarters of 
the German army regarding the capture 
1 of the fortress says: 

“The fortified town of Przemys! was 
taken by us early this morning, after 
the fortifications on the northern front, 
which still held out, had been stormed 
during the night. The amount of booty 
taken has not yet’ been ascertained. 

“The army under Gen. von Linsingen 
is penetrating the District of. Zydac- 
zow, northeast of Stry and fighting for 
the Dniester section east of Mikojaw 
(20 miles south of Lemberg). The booty 
taken in the battle of Stry has been 
increased to 6 officers and 12,175 men.”’ 

Przemysl, situated about 50 miles west 
of Lemberg, capital of Galicia, was cap- 
tured by the Russians March 22, after 
a siege of approximately six months. 
More than 100,000 prisoners were taken. 
The garrison had been compelled to 
surrender because of the lack of food, 
the Russians having thrown a ring 
around the town and prevented the 
Austrians from sending supplies. 

The recapture by the Teutonic forces 
of the fortress is the result of the great 
drive from Cracow, directed by the Ger- 
man General, Mackensen, which com- 
pelled the Russians to retire from the 
Dunajec River onto the San. A great 
battle for the possession of Przemys! has 
been in progress for some time. 

Austrian 12-inch mortars and Ger- 
man’ 10-inch mortars have been pound- 
ing away at the forts hastily improvised 
on the west and south fronts of the 
fortress.

NEW YORK, June 3.—Efforts were

9 UNION PIGKETS 
AT CAFE INDICTED: 
A ARE ARRESTED 


Two Women Among Those Held 
Under Charges of Criminal 
Conspiracy. 


Two waitresses and two waiters 
were placed in jail at 1 o'clock this 
afternoon on charges of criminal con- 
spiracy, resulting from the picketing 
of the Gem Restaurant, 710 Pine 
street. Four other waitresses and 
one waiter, indicted on the samé 
charge, were sought by deputy 
sheriffs, The nine indictments were 
returned this morning by the grand 
jury,- which has been investigating 
complaints against the pickets. 
Florence Frederic and Bessie 
Brooks, James Scully and Joseph 
Fenton, were the four locked up. The 
women gave their addresses as 749 
Pine. street, the waitresses’ union 
headquarters, and the men gave no 
other address than 705% Pine street, 
the waiters’ headquarters. 
The others indicted, whose addresses 
are also given as the respective head- 
quarters, are Oscar Kloge, Louise Kane, 
Ina Chapman, Josie McCoy and Ollie 
Chandler. 
Others Take Places. 

After the arrest of the four, who were 
picketing in front of the restaurant at 
lunch time, the policemen on the beat 
reported that waiters were taking the 
places of those arrested. They were er- 
dered to arrest the waiters on peace dis- 
turbance charges, but it was said that, 
if the waiters and waitresses“persisted 
in an “endless chain” plan, there would 
be additional charges of conspiracy. 
The. bench warrants for the arrest of 
the nine indicted persons were issued by 
vudge Cave at the request of C. Orrick 
Bishop, Assistant Circuit Attorney, who 
Lis also attorney for C. N. Cassimatis, 
proprietor of the Gem Restaurant. Cas- 
simatis also has a restaurant at 1525 
Market street, which has been picketed 
in the last few days. 
Two of the pickets, several days ago, 
caused Bishop's arrest on the charge of 
disturbing their peace by harsh remarks 
to them. They did not prosecute him, 
and the case was dismissed in police 
court. 

Ground of Complaint. 
One of the grounds of complaint 
against the picketing of Cassimatis’ 
restaurants is that, according to his 
statement, no strike has taken place 
at either of his restaurants. He says 
most of his waitresses have been in 
his employ for some time past, and 
are satisfied with their wages, and 
he says-the union's only grievance is 
that he will not bind himself to em-

official investigation showed that the 
Lusitania carried no guns, f€ would not 
be surprising if this would be accepted 
by the German Government as a fact, 
furnishing the basis for the giving of 
reparation. 

It became known that one of the four 


affidavits presented to the State De- 
partment by the German embassy, al- 
leging that guns were carried by the 
Lusitania, was made Dy Gustave Stahle, 
who is said to have served in the Ger- 
man army. It has been known for sev- 
eral days that these affidavits were in 
possession of the embassy, but neither 
the Ambassador nor the State Depart- 
ment has made them public. 

The character of the individuals who 
made them and their testimony is being 
made the subjet of a quiet investiza- 
tion. Those officials who had seen the 
affidavits were confident that they could 
not be accepted as Jisproving the teti- 
mony given by inspectors whuse duty 
it was to search for guns abeard the 
Lusitania. 

The principal affidavit was made by 
Gustav Stahle of 20 Leroy street, New 
York City, who deposes as follows: 

“On the day prior to the sailing of the 
| Lusitania I was asked by my friend, A. 
Lietch, who was employed as first cabin 
steward, to help him bring his trunk 
aboard. 


After having remained some time in 
the steward’s quarters we went to the 
stern main deck. About 15 to 18 feet 
from the entrance to the ‘Gloria,’ on 
port and starboard, respectively, I saw 
two guns of 12 and 15 centimeters (4%- 
inch and 6-inch). They were covered 
with leather, but the barrel was dis- 
tinctly to be seen. 

“ "To satisfy my curiosity I ere, Wee 
the buckles to ascertain the caliber of 
the guns. I could also ascertain that the 
guns were mounted on deck on wooden 
blecks. The guns were placed about 
three feet from the respective shipsides 
and the wall could be removed at that 
particular place: 

‘**On the foredeck there were also twu 
guns of the same caliber. They were 
placed .at about 10 to 20 feet from the 
entrance of the crews’ quarters and four 
feet from the ship side where the wal! 
could also be removed.” ’

GAZZOLO CASE 10 
BE INVESTIGATED 
BY GRAND JURY 


Alteration of Election Board 
Certificates Is Forgery in Se- 
cond Degree, Prosecutor Says. 


Excise Commissioner Rumsey, on 
returning to his office tomorrow after 
a two days’ absence, will receive the 
official statement of the § Election 
Board, showing that Louis Gazzolo’s 
license, for a saloon at 6100 Delmar 
boulevard, was obtained by means of 
fraud and forgery. 

The facts to which the Election 
Board has now certified were original- 
ly ascertained, and were placed before 
Rumsey by Frank B. Coleman, attorney 
for remonstrants, immediately after 
the issuance of the license. Rumsey’s 
reply, made in a letter written to 
Coleman May 24, was that the case 
would not be reopened. Rumsey re- 
peated this statement Tuesday to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, after the 
Election Board had ordered an in- 
quiry into the fraud charge, which 
has now been sustained. 

The inquiry in this case has shown 
that Edward J. Hardy of 3912A Labadie 
avenue, who spends much of his time in 
the Excise Commissioner’s office, is em- 
ployed by the brewery interests to pre- 
pare saloon petitions. Hardy represent- 
ed Gazzolo, and he obtained the certifi- 
cates from the Election Board, which 
the board now declares to have been 
altered after their issuance. Hardy told 
reporters today that he did not believe 
there had been any alteration. He said 
that, owing to the number of elections 
held lately, the Election Board’s records 
were ‘‘all mixed up.”’ 

If Rumsey persists in refusing to 
reopen the Gazzolo matter, the min- 
isters who are protesting to Gov. 
Major against him and his policies be- 
lieve their case will be a very strong 
one. The Evangelical Alliance will 
lay the full facts in the case before 
the Governor, in connection with its 
petition that Rumséy be removed, or 
directed to change his methods of ad- 
ministering his important office. 

The Election Board’s official state- 
ment, which was prepared today, to 
be forwarded to Rumsey as soon as he 
returns to his office, stated that the 
certificate issued by George P. Vierhel- 
leer, an employe of the board, as to the 
eligibility of certain signers of Gazzolo’'s 
petition, was correctly made out, and 
that after its issuance it was “altered, 
so as to incorrectly state the facts.’’ 
It is further stated that the fact of al- 
terations is not only shown by testimony 
heard by the board, but is apparent en 
the face of the certificate. 

Another certificate, issued by John WH. 
Stansbury, chief clerk of the board, is 
said by the board to have been chang2d 
as to two names. A third certificate, 
issued by W. C. Jamison at the request 
of Attorney Coleman, and filed by 
Coleman with Rumsey’s office, is de- 
clared by the board to have been cor- 
rect and unaltered throughout. 

Circuit Attorney Harvey said, on be- 
ing told of the board’s finding, that the 
alterations made in the board's certifi- 
cate constituted the crime of forgery in 
the second degree. The punishment for 
this crime is 3 to 10 years in the peni- 
tentiary. He said the new grand jury, 
to be impaneled next week, would in- 
vestigate the matter. 

In passing upon the matter, Cole- 

man says, Rumsey refused to consider 
the Jamison certificate, submitted by 
Coleman, and insisted on the correct- 
ness of the Vierheller and Stansbury 
certificates. 
The law prescribes two ways in 
which an applicant may get a saloon 
license. If.he gets a majority of all 
property owners in the block to sign 
his petition, the Excise Commissioner 
may, in his discretion, issue the 
license. “All property owners” in- 
cludes women. 

Can Get “Mandatory” Petition. 

Or, if the applicant can get the sig- 
natures of two-thirds of the taxpay- 
ers in the block, who were registered 
and voted at the last previous elec- 
tion, he then has a mandatory peti- 
tion, and the Excise Commissioner is 
required by law to issue the license. 
Women taxpayers are not figured in, 
in the case of a mandatory petition, 
so that the requirements for the two 
kinds of petitions are on an entirely 
different basis. 

Gazzolo has tried to get a majority 
petition, and failed, owing to the nuin- 
ber of women property owners who re- 
fused to sign. He then undertook to 
get a mandatory petition, and while 
Thomas L. Anderson was Excise Com- 
missioner he got the signatures of 13 
of the 20 taxpayers who had voted ut 
the previous election. Anderson con- 
tended that it took 14 to make the re- 
quired two-thirds, and refused to grant 
the license. Gazzolo brought mandamus 
proceedings, ani Circuit Judge Rassieur 
upheld Anderson. Gazzolo then ceased 
his efforts until Rumsey succeeded And 
erson and inaugurated, as it was under- 
stood, a “‘more liberal’ policy. 

Attorney Coleman has. pointed out 


that, in the case of the Gazzolo petition 


to Rumsey, there were never enough 
signers, even counting all those fraud- 
ulently certified, to fulfill the require- 
ments for a mandatory petition. Connt- 
ing all the names claimed by Gazzoio, 
there were 18 signers out of 29 qualifie3 
persons, which does not constitute iw:- 
thirds. 

The certificates issued by the Election 
Board were for the purpose of show- 
ing how many of the taxpayers in the 
block were qualified to sign, by having 
voted at the last. previous election. The 
fraud, as discovered by the board, con- 
sisted in altering the entries after sev- 
eral names. These were originally 
written, ‘‘Registered, not voting,’’ but 
were changed to ‘“‘Registered and vot- 
ing.’’ 

Besides this, Coleman charges, one 
of the signatures, that of G. R. Loew- 
enstein, 6050 McPherson. avenue, has 
been repudiated by the young man of 
that name, living at that address. His 
uncle, Ralph Loewenstein, who owns 
the house, but does not live there, also 
denies being the signer. If it can be 
shown that the signature is not that of 
either Loewenstein, a charge more se- 
rious than that in the Election Board 


cases may come up. 
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IEMBARGO WILL BE CHIEF 
WEAPON OF PRESIDENT 
IN DEALING WITH MEXICO 
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If Necessary, He Will Cut Off Supplies From 
Those Factions Which Ignore Demand 
That They Unite for Peace. 


WASHINGTON, June 3.—News of how 
President Wilson’s demands on the 
leaders of the various military factions 
in Mexico for prompt restoration of 
peace in the revolution-torn Southern 
Republic is betng received by them was 
awaited today with intense interest in 
official and diplomatic quarters, 

The President's statement, which was 
sent to Gens. Carranza, Villa, Zapata 
and others, publicly called upon them 
to settle their differences quickly and 
establish a government which the United 
States can recognize. The President 
warned them that failure to do so 
“within a very short time’’ would con- 
strain the United States ‘“‘to decide what 
means should be employed’ to save 
the Mexican people from further devas- 
tations of internal warfare. 

Foreign diplomats here express Aap- 
proval of the President’s course. 

The communication was interpreted by 
officials, diplomats and Mexicans here 
to mean that the United States would 
bring pressure to bear first to unite the 
factions in the choice of a provisional 
President. 
States would accord its active support 
to the elements that did agree. Possi- 
bility of ultimate intervention was con- 
sidered. 

What United States Will Do. 

Speculation continued today as to what 
the American Government meant by 
lending its active moral support to 
some man or group of men, if such may 
be found, in an effort to ignore, if they 
cannot unite, the warring factions of the 
country. 

The official explanation was that the 
United States heretofore had to main- 
tain neutrality as between the factions, 
but now was preparing to choose be- 
tween them or to give its support to 
those elements in the existing factions 
which gave most promise of success. 
The United States would aid the chosen 
elements by issuing an embargo on arms 
preventing the shipment of war muni- 
tions and cutting off other munitions of 
support to the factions which ignored 
the demand for peace. 

The effect of the President’s stat.- 
ment in Mexican quarters was varied. 
(z-- Villa’s representative here, PEn- 
rique Liorente, promptly issued a state- 
ment saying the convention government 
had tried to put in effect the very ideas 
set forth by Mr. Wilson’ and was ready 
to co-operate at any time with oppos- 
ing factions. 

Carranza Agent on Note. 

Eliseo Arredondo, head of the Car- 
ranza agency here, today issued the 
following comment: 

“T believe that President Wilson’s note 
is largely due to the lack of relations 
between the Government of the United 
States and the Constitutionalist Gov- 
ernment of Mexico and that has given 
room to the many false reports which 
have victimized Gen. Carranza, attribut- 
ing to him acts and omissions of which 
he is incapable. 

“Mr. Carranza has lately ordered the 
advance of his troops toward the City 
of Mexico which he will undoubtedly 
take before one week is over,.and I un- 
derstand he will immediately establish 
there a provisional civil administra- 
tion until. he can wipe out the remnants 
of the reactionaries and convene the 
people to elections for officers of a 
constitutional government.”’ 

Orders for the American troops aiong 
the border to co-operate with.the Red 
Cross in getting food supplies to starv- 
ing Mexicans probably will be issued af 
the War Department this week as a 
result of a conference yesterday between 
President Wilson and Miss Mabel 
Boardman. 

Miss Boardman asked that the Presi- 
dent direct that facilities be afforded 
at army posts for the storing of food 
supplies collected throughout the coun- 
try pending their distribution in Mex- 
ico. He indicated his purpose to take 
the question up with Secretary Garri- 
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son immediately. Brigadier-General C. 
A. Devol of the Quartermasters’ De- 
partment of the army, who is acting as 
general manager of the Red Cross, will 
proceed south and arrange details with 
Major-General Frederick Funston, com- 
mander of the border troops. 

Because of interruption to communi- 
cation between Vera Cruz and Mexico 
City, it is understood efforts will be 
made to get food to the old capital from 
the northern border. 

Rear Admiral Caperton cabled the 
Navy Department last night that when 
his flagship, the armored cruiser Wash- 
ington, at anchor in Vera Cruz harbor, 
fired a salute of 21 guns in honor of 
Memorial day, a similar salute promptly 
boomed from a Carranza battery 
ashore. On being informed that the 
Mexicans had saluted in honor of the 
American Memorial day, Admiral Ca- 
perton said, he sent an offire ashore 
to express his thanks for the courtesy. 

Distribution of American Réd Cross 
relief supplies has been begun in Mon- 
terey, Mexico. Consul-General Hanna 
today reported that one car of corn, one 
car of beans and a car of flour had 
arrived. The people are not allowed to 
buy more than two or three pounds of 
either at one time. 

The Red Cross will push on suppHes 
to other interior points as transporta- 
tion facilities are restored. 

Another Appeal Sent Out. 

An appeal to the Red Cross from the 
International Relief Committe in Mexico 
City, sent through the Ernazilian Min- 
ister there, was made public here to- 
day. It follows: 

“We appeal for starving Mexteo. Gov- 
ernment supplies nearly exhausted. No 
prospect of relief. Conditions of dis- 
ordcr. Lack of seed,*men arid animals 
and insecurity of Larvest prevent plant- 
ing. Situation this city desperate ac- 
count shortage fvod and medical sup- 
plies. Regular railway service between 
city and border, Aguas Calientes and 
the coast, suspended since Fenpruary. 
Imperative need everywhere is corn 
Also urgently require beans, flour and 
medicine. Only hope is from United 
States. We are doing all possible but 
resources entirely inadequate.”

“As a foreigner, enjoying the hospi- 
tality of a foreign country, I should not 
criticise nor even discuss statements of 
the Government or officers of the for- 
eign country I live in. But I may say 
this: 

“Any foreign country that is sincere 
and honest in its endeavor to help our 
nation would commit the biggest blun- 
der by giving its moral support or as- 
sistance to any person or factions.

“The Mexican nation, as a whole, will

Capt. Lane said 
the affair was reported to the State De- 
partment at Washington. 

Capt. Lane told of at least half a 
dozen Americans who have met death 
at the hands of both of the warring 
factions between Tampico and Panuco, 
He did not recall the names of any 
except Chief Engineer John Smith of 
the East Coast Oil Co. and J. N. Ben- 
nett, an ofl man, who were killed with- 
in the last few days. 

The death of Bennett oceurred while 
he was on his way to Tampico to meet 
his wife, who had satted from Galveston 
to meet him.

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REALTY VALUES MORE THAN 
DOUBLED BY PARKWAY, SAY 
KANSAS CITY LANDOWNERS 


“~ 


Increase Came Immediately and Has Ranged 
From 100 to 300 Per Cent—Beneficial 
Influence Widely Felt. 


What effect will the Parkway have on property values? 

Will it result in the rehabilitation of the district between Grand avenue 
and Twelfth street, and Olive street and the Mill Creek Valley? 

These questions have been asked many times during the Parkway cam- 
paign by citizens interested in the welfare and progress of the city, but who 
are undecided how to vote on the proposal. 

Kansas City has been building during the last 15 years the magnificent 
Paneo boulevard and Parkway, which varies in width from 100 to 565 feet, 


and which has been completed for a distance of nine miles. 


This Parkway 


was built, in part, through dilipidated and run-down districts of Kansas City. 
To determine whether there has been actual increases in property values, 
due to the influence of the Parkway, the Post-Dispatch had many property 


owners on the Paseo interviewed. 


These interviews demonstrate that there was an. immediate increase of 
more than 100 per cent in property values on the Paseo, and in some in- 


stances was more than 300 per cent. 

KANSAS CITY, June 3.—Investi- 
gation shows that the old __ resi- 
demce« district near Eighth street was 
savédi from degenerating into a cheap 
boarding house district, and that at an- 
other point negro shacks were swept 
away and the property became desir- 
able for high-class apartment houses 
and residences through the building of 
the Paseo. The influence spread 
westward and resulted in the develop- 
ment of a fine family hotel and apart- 
ment house district, which, otherwise, 
would have been given up to tenements 
and cheap boarding houses. 

The interviews with the Kansas City 
property owners contain convincing evi- 
dence that parkways result in great and 
immediate advances in property values. 
The experience of Kansas City, it is 
confidently expected, will be repeated 
in St. Louis if the Parkway should be 
constructed. 


Here Ils what the Kansas City prop- 
erty owners have to say on this sub- 
ject: 

B. T. Whipple, 4538 Warwick boule- 
vard: Our family owned all the land 
between Eleventh and Twelfth streets 
on what is now the west side of the 
Paseo. At the time land .was con- 
demned for the Paseo it was selling at 
$20 a front foot. Now sales are being 
made for $130 d front foot for inside 
property. Without the Paseo the same 
land would be selling now at $30 a foot. 
The land taken eliminated a nest of 
negro cabins and transformed the sec- 
tion into a good apartment house dis- 
trict. 

There have been bullt in the block re- 
ferred to four fine large four-story 
apartment houses that would not have 
been located there if thé Paseo had not 
been built. On the first street west and 
nearer the city, land has lately sold at 
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$65 a foot for flat purposes. Our boule- 
vard system has distributed the sub- 
stantial residence portions of our city 
over a large area, preventing any single 
section from profiting at the expense of 
the whole city. 

Jno. A. Magore, 3735 The Paseo: 
Before the Paseo was laid out the 
Rieger-Moore Realty Co, bought a 10- 
acre tract. We bought that ground at 
$15.60 a front foot. After the Paseo was 
laid out but before it was paved we 
sold part of the Paseo frontage at $43 
a foot. We had put in sidewalks and 
had it graded—the grading costing about 
$3 a lineal foot. On the first street to 
the east, Flora avenue, topographically 
a better street, we sold ground at the 
The next street east 
brought $24 a front foot and the next 
street $20. All was restricted to resi- 
dences. Generally I will say, the boule- 
vards have cverywhere more :.than paid 
for themselves and the advance has 
been immediate. 

Howard J. Vrooman, owner of the 
St. Regis, Kansas City’s newest and 
most - fashionable family hotel, at the 
northeast corner of the Paseo and Lin- 
wood boulevard (Thirty-second street). 
The building of the Paseo and its sub- 
sequent extensions increased property 
valves 200 per cent. The St. Regis cor- 
ner cost $350 a foot figured on the nar- 
rower frontage. The Linwood boule- 
vard front is worth twice as much at 
the Paseo as it is at Woodland, four 
blocks away. Counts have shown 140 
motor cars an hour passing our corner. 
I had experience with two pieces of va- 
cant property near Tenth street, one on 
Vine street, the other on the Paseo, 
One sold for $25 a foot, the other for 
$150. 

After 2% years’ active experience in in- 
vestments, I have found no fnvestment 
that for quick and certain returns has 
compared with a boulevard. Some 
thought the Paseo might work hard- 
ships, but the returns came very quick- 
ly. 

Louis Robidoux,. 1208 The Paseo, 
who owns three large apartment build- 
ings on the boulevard: I bought my

ground after the Paseo had been start- 
ed, paying $75 a front foot for it. Five 
years ago I added a 25-foot strip to my 
holdings, and had to pay,$250 a foot for 
it. Before thé Paseo was projected this 
land was worth $18 on an average. Per- 
haps 1 could have gotten my own land 
at $10 a foot., It was about the worst 
property along the line of the improve- 
ment, just as now it is about the best. 
Apartments on the Paseo are always 
filled. The improvement in some places 
has spread its influence over a consid- 
erable area. This is especially: true be- 
tween the Paseo and the business sec- 
tion, the boulevard sending a new traf- 
fic through the intervening district. 

William F. Tuttle, 1012 The Paseo, 
whose home is one of the substantial 
residences in that neighborhood: This 
was very low-class property before the 
Paseo was built, worth about $25 or $30 
a foot. After the Paseo was in, the 
lot on one side sold for $9 and a little 
later the other adjoining lot brought 
$125. Property in the neighborhood in- 
creased three-fold as soon as we could 
see what the boulevard meant. 

J. J. Heim, 1010 Commerce Build- 
ing, president of the Kansas City Brew- 
eries Co., who owns property at Seven- 
teenth street and the Paseo: “It was 
very undesirable rental property before 
the Paseo came. Now it is not idle a 
day. I consider that my  propert:

passed it.

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Voting to Continue Them, Com- 
mittee Rejects Plan to Elim- 
inate Social Feature. 


Tea and sociability won a victory over 
the cultural lecture idea when members 
of the Women’s Comninittee of the St. 
Louis Symphony Society, meeting at 
Cicardi’s cafe, yesterday afternoon, 
voted to continue next winter the Sym- 
phony teas which were held in the early 
months of this .year. 

Several of the women said there had 
heen too much tea and tco little atten- 
tion to the Symphony lectures, and that 
a number of the women had used the 
Symphony teas as a means of paying 
social obligations. In this way, they 
said, persons hai been invited who cared 
nothing about music or about the lec- 
tures, and who. even after hearing «he 
lectures, did not go to the concerts. 

These women suggested that, instead 
of the teas, Symphony lectures, without 
refreshments vr otner social features, 
be held next winter in a hall. Mrs. B. 
J. Taussig embodied this idea in a mw- 
tion to the effect that the social feature 
be eliminated. 

Social Feature Retained. 

But Mrs. Charles A. Stix thought 
otherwise and said so most vigorously. 
The substance of her argument war 
that “it can’t be done.’’ She asked how 
many women could be persuaded to Fit 
through two afternoon hours of lecture 
without so much as a sip of tea, and 
said frankly that the idea did not ap- 
peal particularly to her, and that many 
other women would not attend without 
some sort of social inducements, and 
that few would attend more than once. 
She, moved that the social and educa- 
tional features be combined riext winter, 
as they were last winter, and the motlon 
| was passed without a vote to the con- 
trary. 

Mrs. Stix also took the 
against a plan suggested by Mrs, 
Robert Atkinson, that an effort be 
made to bring about the levying of 
a direct tax for the support of the 
Symphony Society, as is done for the 
rArt Museum and the Public Library. 
Mrs. Stix said that, if the orchestra 
were supported by public revenue, all 
concerts would have tu be open free to 
the entire public. She said this would 
not be feasible. She suggested an 
endless chain membership campaign.

1S CONTROVERTED 


Prof. Nipher of Washington U. 
Discusses Statement by the 
Rev. M. S. Brennan. 


The Rev. Father M. 8. Brennan's 
theory that last month’s heavy rains 


Europe, is-controverted by Prof. Fran- 
cis E. Nipher of Washington Univer- 
sity, who has eStablished a reputation 
by his research work in the matter of 
temperature and rainfall. 

Father Brennan, astronomer-priest, 
said, in an interview published in the 


Post-Dispatch a week ago, that, in his 
opinion, the héavy gunfire and the tre- 
mendous explosions in Europe were di- 
rectly connected with the unusual rain- 
fall in this part of the United States: 
Modern explosives, he said, emit gases 
composed of hydrocarbons, which afe 
light and thin, and rise to great heights, 
and which may float across the ocean 
before they condense and return to earth 
in the shape of rain. He said that, at 
the time of Civil War battles, heavy 
and unseasonable rains occurred at 
points distant from the battlefields. 
Prof. Nipher’s Statement. 

Prof. Nipher, in discussing this theory 
today, said: 

“Unusual weather conditions nearly 
always exist at some places on the 
earth, and they always attract attentio 
in those localities. Engelman’s records 
show that between 1838 and 1879 the Mav 
rainfall varied from 11.26 inches in 1844 
to .%6 inch in 1879. Every annua! weath- 
er chart shows regions of unusually 
heavy and unusually light rains, and 
the localities vary from year to year. 
In order to make a proper study of 
climatic conditions, the weather condi- 
tions over an entire continent should 
be summed. 

“In 1912 our Academy of Science pub- 
lished a paper, the work of which was 
done under my direction, giving rain- 
fall and temperature conditions in the 
United States, between 1891 and 1904, in- 
clusive. The average total rainfall over 
the entire country, in cubic miles per 
year, during this interval, was 1308. It 
varied from 1199 cubic miles in 1894 w 
1397 cubic miles in 1902. 

Heavy Rains and No War. 

“It is not yet known to what extent 
the heavy rainfall during the present 
month is local. We could hardly ex- 
pect a war in Europe to have a marked 
effect in Missouri rainfall only. We 
should remember, also, that this war 
has been in progress for nine months 
and that only a few weeks ago we were 
somewhat anxious because we were not 


| getting enough rarn. 


“We should further remember that tn 
1898, 1900 and 1902, when the rainfall! tn 
the United States was 1366, 1352 and 1397 
cubic miles, there was no war. There 
was no war in 1844, when the May rain- 
fall at St. Louis was 11.26 inches.”’ 

The Spanish-American war was in 
1888, but there was comparatively little 
gunfire. 

The rainfall] last month, as shown by 
Weather Bureau records, was 7.67 inch- 
es, as compared with a normal of 4.24 
inches. Even with the heavy May rain- 
fall, the normal amount of rain did. not 
fall between Jan. 1 and May. 31, .as 
March and April were unusually dry.

Premier Salandra asserted that, on 
July 27 and 28, 1914, the Italian Govern- 
ment raised in clear terms both at Vi- 
enna and Berlin the question of con- 
cession to Italy of the so-called Italian 
provinces held by Austria. 

‘We declared,”’ he said, ‘“‘that if Italy 
did not obtain adequate compensation 
the Triple Alliance would be Iirrepara- 
bly broken. Impartial, history will say 
that Austria, having found that Italy 
was hostile to aggressive intentions 
against Servia, arranged with Germany 
to take Europe by surprise by con- 
fronting it with an accomplished fact. 
The horrible crime at Sarajevo was ex- 
ploited as a pretext a month after it 
occurred. Foreign Minister von Berch- 
told told the Duke of Avarna on July 31 
last that*even if mediation were em- 
ployed it would not stop hostilities with 
Servia. 


Servian Integrity Not Assured. 

“It was not true, as Count Tisza has 
pretended, that Austria engaged her- 
self to respect the integrity of Servian 
territory. Kajetan Merey von Kapos- 
Mere, then Austrian Ambassador, told 
Marquis San Giuliano, July 30, that 
Austria could not give such’an engage- 
ment, because she could not foresee 
that during. the war she would not 
be forced against her will to retain 
Servian territory. In addition, Count 
von Berchtold declared to the Duke of 
Avarna on Aug. 2 last, that he was not 
disposed to give any undertaking rela- 
tive to the eventual action of Austria 
in case of a conflict with Servia.’’ 


ITALIAN RESERVISTS REGISTER 
WITH CONSUL; 750 EXPECTED 


Men Will Be Returned to Colors as 
Joon as They Have Passed Phy- 
sical Examination. 

Fourteen Italian reservists had regis- 
tered at the ofice of Chev. Alessandro 
Brolessi, the Italian consul, 929 North 
Seventh street, up to noon today, indi- 
cating their willingness to return to the 
colors. The Consul said that he had 
received messages from about 45 others 
announcing that they would register 
as quickly as possible. The Consul esti- 
mates that there are about 1500 reserv- 
ists within his district, which includes 
Missouri and 11 counties of Southern 
lilinois, and he believes that about one- 
half will register. 

When 100 reservists have registered, 
the ‘Consul said, they will be given a 
physical examination. If they pass 
this they will be sent at once to New 
York and from there to Italy. There 
they will ge to their native cities and 
towns and rejoin their organizations. 

Scores of Italian laborers applied t» 
the Consul today for an opportunity ‘to 
enlist, but they were told that none 
could register unless they had already 
served in the army.

NEW FLECTRI 
RATE. SCHEDULE 
BEING. DRAFTED 


Plan to Read Meters Quarterly 
Will Bring Slight Reduction, 
Company Says. 


A new rate schedule and a system by 
which meters will be read every three 
months, instead of. every month as at 
present, has been submitted to the board 
of directors of the Union Electric Light 
and Power Co. by A. C, Einstein, presi- 
dent of the company. 

It. was learned today by a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter that the proposed system 
will be full of apparent complications, 
but that President Einstein believes it 
will result in a reduction of the rates. 
If approved by the directors the change 
in schedules and in the method of charg- 
ing for the current will be announced 
not later than Aug. 1, subject to the ap- 
proval of the State Public Service Com- 
mission. . 

The plan under consideration will 
refer only to residence schedules and 
rates. 

Charge by Rooms. 
Customers will continue to receive 
monthly bills as heretofore, but these 
will not be based on meter readings 
for the month, but on the number of 
“active” rooms in the customer's 
house. Kitchens, dining rooms, par- 
lors, libraries and living rooms will 
be considered active, as heretofore, 
but only the number of bedrooms 
above three will be charged for. Thus 
a family having four bedrooms would 
be charged for only one and a family 
having six bedrooms would  0»be 
charged for three. 

In the monthly bills a flat rate for 
each active room will be-made, the 


son. In the winter months when the 
most current is used the rate will be 
85 cents for each active room. In the 
spring and fall months it will be 28 
cents a room and in the summer 
months, June, July and August it 
will be 20 cents a room. 
Thus a family having five “active” 
rooms would pay only $1 a month in 
the summer months, but at the end of 
the three-months period the company 
would read the meter and send a quar- 
terly bill. If the meter showed that the 
family had used more. electricity than 
it had paid for on its monthly bills, it 
would be required to pay for the excess 
current used. Thus there would be a 
bill to pay each month and another bill 
te pay at the end of each three months. 
The rate to be charged for the excess 
would be 6 cents a kilowatt hour up to 
a certain amount, to be fixed by the 
company. For all current used over that 
&mount the rate would be 3 cents a kilo- 
watt hour. 

Mears Slizht Reduction, 
Thus a family with five ‘‘active’’ rooms, 
after paying monthly bills in the sum- 
mer totaling $3, might receive a quarter- 
ly bill showing that in fact it had used 
$6 worth of current. It would then be 
required to pay the additional $8.to the 
company. 
The company figures that the new sys- 
tem will mean an average rate amount- 
ing to between 7 and 8 cents a kilowatt 
hour. The present maximum rate is 1) 
cents and the minimum 6 cents, which 
makes an average of 8 cents. At pres- 
ent a majority of the consumers pay 
less than the maximum rate. The last 
ennual statement of the company 
showed that it received an average of 
7.55 cents a kilowatt hour for residence 
lighting. 
The company believes that the slight 
reduction in rate under the new sys- 
tem will be offset by the money saved 
in reading the meters quarterly. A 
large force of men is now employed 
in reading meters. The elimination of 
these readings in two out of every 
three months practically would reduce 
the expense of the work one-third.

Denver: “Method of adopting public improve- 
ments and method of paying for same by vote of 
property owners affected. Unique system of mouh- 
tain parks connected with the city by eplendid 
boulevards and roads.”

As a suggestion on the United Railways’ own 
initiative for improving its service, the plan to 
reduce the running time of cars by decreasing the 
number of stops is refreshing. 
“We have never made an actual:test of the plan, 
but it unquestionably would be speedier,” says 
President McCulloch. Why should not a tentative 
approval of the suggestion be given, dependant on 
the results of a test for a month or longer? 
Of course if the new schedule of stops is 
brought forward to enable a less number of cars 
to do the work of those now operated, no very 
enthusiastic public advocacy of the plan is to be 
expected.

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A SCHOOL BOARD BLUNDER. 


The Board of Education, voting to deprive 14,000 
children in the city’s congested district of their ac- 
customed opportunity to agtend continuation and 
vacation summer schools, committed a blunder 
that looms jiarger the more it is examined. 

The Board’s failure to notify the Recreation 
Commission of its purpose not to open the summer 
schools places upon the Commission, unexpectedly 
and without funds to meet it, the extra task of 
caring for most of these 14000 children during the 
morning hours when they should be, and would 
prefer to be, attending school. 

The summer teaching corps also, it appears, was 
not notified of the Board’s purpose not to open the 
schools, or not‘in time to permit those who would 
have done so to take the examination for play- 
ground instructors. Many, therefore, are idle who 
would have preferred to be and might have been 
employed. 

The Board’s action exhibits an indifference to 
the welfare of the children, a Want of the co-op- 
erative spirit toward the Recreation Commission, 
and in general an arbitrary humor which is, to 
say the least, not in keeping with its character as 
the trustee of a public sorvice.

Bystander Dives After Her But Fails 
in Attempt at Rescue in Swellen 
Kaw River. 

' KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 3.—Miss 
Zyrilda Gould, 17 years old, climbed upon 
the guard rail of the James street bridge 
at 5:30 o'clock yesterday afternoon, and, 
while hundreds of persons looked on, 
leaped into the swollen Kaw River, 40 
feet below.

WOMEN'S FINES 
AFTER CRITICISM 


Women of Neighborhood Asso- 
ciation Had Complained of 
Previous Dismissal of Cases. 


a 


Following the publication, in yester- 
day’s Post-Dispatch of a letter to Judge 
Bb. F. Clark of the Court of Criminal 
Correction, criticising his action in dis- 
missing women convicted in police court 
on vice charges, Juda@e Clark today af- 
firmed police court fines against eight 
such women and reduced the fines of 
two others. 

The letter, which was signed by Mrs. 
John W. Day, Miss Mary E. Bulkley 
and Mrs. Catherine Fertig, officials of 
the Neighborhood Association, stated 
that Judge Clark had dismissed 75 out 
of 76 such cases appealed to him during 
January, February and March. 

They said, in their letter, that the per- 
sons who really profited by the Court’s 
leniency were not so much the women 
themselves as the men who receive the 
greater part of the women’s earnings. 

Leniency Nullifies Police Work. 

The Neighborhood Association's head- 
quarters are at 817 North Nineteenth 
ctreet and the officials of the associa- 
tiin charge that commercialized vice 
has Been re-established in this vicinity, 
in spite of the-efforts of the police to 
suppress it. The chief factor in its 
growth, they declare, has been the len- 
iency shown in Judge Clark’s court, 
which has nullified.much of the work 
of the police. 

The first two women who were ar- 
raigned before Judge Clark today had 
been previously convicted, and had 
been released by Clark. They admitted 


‘this, and the Judge told them he wished 


to treat them fairly, and did not like 
to send them to the workhouse, but that 
his patience had a limit. He took thé 
same action, however, in the cases of 
three others who were not shown to 
have been-before him previously. All 
had been convicted in Police Court of 
unlawful behavior toward passersby on 
Washington avenue and Locust street, 
and had been fined $10 each.

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TUS IS IN 
URGING GERMANY 
TO STAND ON NOTE 


Von Reventlow Writes of Alleged 
American-British Secret 
Agreement. 


By Associated Press. 

BERLIN, via London, June 3.—The of- 
| ficials of the Government and the gen- 
eral public are waiting expectantly upon 
the American developments in the ex- 
change of notes between Germany and 
the United States respecting the Lusi- 
tania—expectancy which is deepened by 
the fact that no trustworthy indications 
regarding the American attitude on the 
} German, answer are yet available here. 

The German Foreign Office is unable 
to communicate with Count von Bern- 
storff, the Ambassador at Washington, 
except by wireless in plain language, 
and even this mode of communication is 
uncertain during periods when the static 
conditions of the atmosphere are un- 
favorable. 

. Repérts which reach the newspapers 
are regarded with suspicion, not only 
because they come exclusively through 
British channels, but on account of their 
contradictory character. One set of re- 
ports intimates that the German counter- 
proposals have been found to harmonize 
with Mr. Bryan’s plan of providing for 
a period of investigation in cases of in- 
ternational.confiict, while other advices 
reproduce various American editorials, 
declaring that the German note is ut- 
terly unacceptable and demanding that 


ness be taken. 


Press Firebrands Active, 

While waiting, the time is being util- 
ized by some of the more aggressive 
'German newspapers and writers of the 
type of Count Reventiow to launch 
abusive articles against the United 
States and President Wilson’s policy, 
but the press and public generally seem 
desirous of avoiding anything which 
might increase the tension between the 
two Governments while the German 
note is under consideration. In this ther 
are acting in complete accord with the 
foreign Office, which apparently is sin- 
carely anxious to preserve friendly re- 
lations with the United States and dep- 
recates any publication which would tend 
to inflame the feelings either in Ger- 
many-or America. 
There seems to be no doubt that the 
Moreign Office would rejoice at a solu- 
tion ‘consistent with German interests, 
and it is considered here that one of 
the unfortunate features of the situa. 
uion is the inability of the Fcreign Of- 
fice to cope with the chronic firebrands 
of the press. 


Citations From Maher’s Book. 
Count von Reventlow’s contribution to 
ihe Tages Zeitung yesterday is a violent 
commentary on’ stories of the existence 
of a working agreement between the 
United States and Great Britain, sup- 
rorted by alleged citations from the 
book on Pan-Germanism by Prof. Ro- 
land G. Usher of St. Louis: He quotes 
l‘rof. Usher as announcing the exist- 
ence in 1897 of a secret agreement on 
the part of the United ‘States with 
Great Britain, France and: Russia, for 
joint action egainst Germany, which 
egreement, he says, still exists. He 
urges, therefore, against the slightest 
concession pn the part of Germany as 
harmful. 


The Lokal Anzeiger, commenting On 


coming note from President Wilson, 
says: “‘We can calmly wait and see 
whether President Wilson follows Reu- 
ter’s friendly advice If he is really of 
the opinion that consideration for hu- 
manity in this case was disregarded by 
Germany, and not by the Cunard Line, 
which embarked many passengers on 
a steamer ‘loaded with war munitions, 
then all further discussion is super- 
fluous.

Primary wheat receipts totaled 567,000 
bu, against 605,000 bu last year. Ship- 
ments were 590,000 bu, against 670,000 bu. 
The Northwest movement of wheat was 
fair. Minneapolis received 138 cars, 
against 263 last week and 127 last year. 
Duluth; 18, against 10 and 16. Winnipeg, 
61, against 122 and 171. Minneapolis 
wheat stocks decreased 35,0009 bu for fivo 
days. 

A Chicago firm issued a _ bearish 
statement, It said: 

“The time is fast approaching when 
we must tind a demand for. early 
shipment for a vast quantity of new 
winter wheat. In this connection 
must be considered the damper to 
bullish sentiment here and elsewhere 
furnished by the disappointing out- 
come of old crop values, showing 
that the prices to which wheat ad- 
vanced when several foreign countries 
were competing wildly for our sur- 
plus were extravagant and unneces- 
sary. With less haste they could 
have secured abundant supplies at 
considerably lower prices, as the out- 
come nas proven. Foreign buying 
will likely be characterized by more 
moderation, which will have a corre- 
sponding effect on values as com- 
pared with those of the past season, 
even if the requirements prove to be 
as large. Our. crops promise a sur- 
plus sufficient to supply large re- 
quirements and we do not believe 
sufficient speculative support will be 
found to hold the grain at present 
prices till it is wanted.’

Spot 
corn was %d to ld lower in Liver- 
pool. Domestic primary receipts to- 
taled 492,069 bu, against 1,096,000 bu 
last year.

Broomhall cabled: ‘‘The influence of 
the weather and crop news on the 
world’s wheat markets is steadily in- 
creasing to the exclusion of all other 
factors, not excepting even those of 
supply and demand. The sharp decline 
recently recorded is mainly attributed 
to American and Canadian promise and 
the fact that the marketing of wheat is 
being done freely while millers and bak- 
ers are merely buying from hand to 
mouth.”’ . 

The weather forecast said: ‘‘Showers 
are indicated for the entire forecast dis- 
trict from the Rocky ear” region 
eastward to the  Mississi Valley, 
either tonight or Friday. T “ tempera- 
ture changes will not be of importance 
in any sections.” 

Crop Expert Inglis wired from Wich- 
ita alls, Tex.: “Such large wheat 
counties as Cooke, Gregson, Denton and 
Johnston, good crop, but many fields 
will have to be cut by hand. All more 
or less tangled. Late wheat down, rust- 
ing badly in spots. Quality will be im- 
paired. Considerable loss by scalding.’’ 

Le Count wired fend Barrell from 
Anthony, Kan.: ‘“Anth “yy Kan., to 
Cherokee, Ok., wheat is heading and 
looking fine, although considerably af- 
fected with red rust In some places. 
Wheat mostly in blossom; crop needs 
two weeks more. From Cherokee to 
Enid, Ok., the heavy rain has badly 
tangled and lodged the wheat. Some low 
land drowned out. Weather very unfa- 
vorable and considerable damage will 
result. Still raining; storms covered 
large area.’’ 

Broomhall cabled: ‘The corn market 
has sustained a break, but holders again 
firmer. The consumption is limited and 
of moderate size, but owing to the lack 
of fresh supplies and the limited move- 
ment from Argentina, buyers seem wil- 
ling to remain firm. The statistical po- 
sition remains bullish, with the Conti- 
nent taking most of the American ship- 
ments.”’
